Measure Is Introduced in 


Congress Saturday by 


Senator Smoot 


Washington, D. C.—OP) — Several 


changes in the present prohibition re- 
gime, including a proposal to create a 
new and separate prohibition bureau, 
were sponsored in congress Saturday 
by the administration. 


The bill for a prohibition bureau, 


ranking 
with other bureaus 
in the 


treasury department, was introduced 
by Chairman 
Smoot of the senate 


finance committee with the backing of 
treasury officials. At present the pro- 
hibition forces are under the jurisdic- 
tion of the bureau of internal revenue. 


Introduction of the Smoot bill fol- 


lowed disclosure that Secretary Mel- 
lon also was preparing to ask for 
amendment of the Volstead act, pre- 
sumably to provide a new scale of 
penalties and differentiate between the 
bootlegger and the small consumer of 
liquor. 


PROPOSE EXAMINATIONS 


Almost at the same time, a house 


committee gave Its approval to a bill 
placing prohibition agents under the 
civil service regulations. 
Assistant 


Secretary Andrews of the treasury en- 
dorsed tho measure and both wets and 
drys in congress supported it. 


The new prohibition 
bureau pro- 


posed would have at its head a com- 
missioner receiving $10,000 a year. 


All responsibility for dry law en- 


forcement would be taken away from 
the commissioner of internal revenue 
and placed directly in the hands of the 
secretary of treasury who would dele- 
gate it to the prohibition commission- 
er. The measure also proposes crea- 
tion of a bureau of customs, under a 
commissioner 
and 
abolition of the 


present office of director of customs. 


The two new bureaus would func- 


tion under Assistant Secretary An- 
drews. Commissioner Blair of the in- 
ternal revenue bureau would be entire- 
ly relieved of responsibility of prohibi- 
tion 
enforcement. 
The bill was re- 


ferred to the finance committee. 


The bill reported favorably In the 


house would apply the civil service 
regulations to all prohibition enforce- 
ment personnel except the higher of- 
ficials. Present employes would be re- 
quired to meet civil service require- 
ments within six months or drop out. 


This bill was introduced by Repre- 


sentative Cramton, Republican, Mich- 
igan, a dry leader.

When this is unanimously done we 
may expect actual protection and real 
supervision and not before.
